The' momentous event was at 
six o'clock this morning, when .the mer 
cury by.dropping to 55.8 degrees,'sur- 
passed by^ two-tenths of a degree the 
figure of 56'degrees, which up to this 
time has stood as th eminimum tem- 
perature for July 24 in the book where' 
in the conscientious weather man has 


1 recor.l-d for the past fifty years the 
tweather statistics of each day. The. 


• previous record was made in 1914. As a 
'matter of fact, the 56 degrees which 
' are set down for 1914 may have- been 
Just a fraction lower. But the wealhtr 
man i£ always ready for new records 
and, consequently, he keeps-his statis- 
tics only in even figures, so that when 
\ a fraction of a degree comes along it 
i can be counted for the new record in- 
! stead of for the old. 


Although the forecast for tomorrow 


; predicts little change in temperature, 
jit is.hardly probable that the mini- 
mum temperature will surpass that of 
this morning. By eleven o'clock this 


li 


morning the mercury hail climbed to 
seventy-two degrees wit hprospects of 
going higher. 
Showers, 
-which are 


looked for tonight and tomorrow, also 
should tend to keep the mercury at 
subnormal levels. 


Nearly a frost was reported unoffi- 


cially in the lowlands 
of. Middlesex 


County, early this morning.. The tem- 
perature in-some places in open sec- 
tions -was in the thirties, but did not 
get quite low enough for a mid-July 
frost, something that has not been ex- 
perienced in the past thirty-two years, 
according to Town Treasurer Fred A. 
Tower, -who has been the observer in 
Concord for the United States Weather 
Bureau for that length of time. -A hea- 
vy white mist which hung over the low 
lands probably helped to prevent frost. 


Although Boston and New England 


were below normal in temperature this 
morning, the rest of the country en- 
joyed seasonable -weather. In the re- 
gion centering over Michigan, a dis- 
turbance-was causing showers as far 
east as Washington and Philadelphia 
and as far south as the lower Ohio 
Valley.

- The South has planted more land to cotton this year than 
ever before—a total of 38,287,000 acres, according to govern- 
ment estimates—and although unfavorable, weather has kept 


; crop conditions below the ten-year average, a very fair produc- 
tion is expected from almost every section. Guesses on the 
: aggregate crop approach eleven and a half million bales. 


Every cotton state has increased its acreage, gains varying 


from 96 per cent for Missouri to 5 per cent in South Carolina, 
but weevil infestation is heavy, the crop is late in maturing, 
,and the very real scarcity, of'labor is complicating every farm- 
er's problem. The next six weeks or two months may witness 
disappointing shrinkages but, whatever the weather or the 
weevils may do, the South has improved its position enor- 
mously. 


Eleven million bales, at an average of 25 cents \ pound— 


and world .conditions indicate that sucrnTprice is by no means 
unreasonable—means an addition of more than a billion- dol- 
lars to the nation's wealth. It will bring largely increased 
buying power for a dozen states, and correspondingly increased 
demand for the manufactured products of 20 more.

3n these days when school children in many localities are 


weighed and examined as to their general health, there are 
found to be many little folks suffering from malnutrition. A 
prominent physician who conducts a newspaper health column 
devotes an instructive article to this subject. 


The "malnourished" child frequently comes from the well- 


to-do home. In fact," it has been found that there is really more 
malnutrition among the rich than among the""poor. With 
abundant food to choose from, a child too often omits certain 
essential food elements or indulges in others which fill but do 
not feed. 


Certain physical defects, as obstruction "of the .breathing 


tract, also contribute to malnutrition. So, too, does excessive 
fatigue. 


Nutrition is the process by which an animal or plant takes 


in and utilizes food substances. 
If the substances are lacking 


or are taken in but not utilized, malnutrition results. It is a 
simple enough problem, requiring only a Hftle thoughtful at- 
tention and intelligence to meet it successfully.

WHERE WAS EDWARD HILTON BURIED? 


This question .is frequently asked as the time for celebrating at 


Dover and Portsmouth the three hundredth anniversary of the first 
settlement in New Hampshire draws .near. 


In the Spring of 1623 Edward Hilton, with his company ol adven- 


turous men, settled at Dover Point where he remained to fleh trade • 
and d.g for ores. Because of this personal interest in the plantation he 
was granted, March 12, 1629-30, lands on the north and south of the 
Piscataqua up to the falls of the Squamscott and three miles into the 
main land. 


He had removed from Dover Point before December 4 163D—the 


earliest date on the Exeter records, for "at that time he had built his 
house on the west bank of the Sctuamscott in the new fields" His up- 
lands embraced what is now the village of Newflelds; and his estate 
was one mile and forty-eight rods square. 


"Ye Manor House" overlooked the family graveyard where he was 


laid In the Spring of 1671. This burial ground has received the Hiltons 
'Of eight or pine generations. There is no stone to mark Edward Hilton's 
grave, no. way to identify the exact spot where he is buried

University of i 
New Hampshire. The last legislature j

a bill renaming,

universities' with a college of agricul- I 
ture as a part of their work. So far 1 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- \ 
necticut prefer, to continue under the, 
good old-fashioned name of agricul- j 
tural college. President Hetzel of the j 
University of New Hampshire explains i 
that the former name suggested limi-J 
tattc-us as to the scope and character; 
of the educational work offered.'

science for.which we granted both the 
degree of Bachelor o£ Science and the; 
degree of Bachelor of Arts." We also 
have a well-e'quipped and well-manned 
engineering division which is turning 
out men as well trained as are the- uni-~ 
versities of otSer slates. It has become 
evident that, people generally do not 
associate work in.arts and science and 
in engineering with the so-called col- 
leges' of agriculture and consequently 
our graduates, particularly" In ' these 
'two lines of work, were" (hiding them- 
selves under a handicap." In this con- 
nection' our people realized that many, 
of these'boys, and girls .are from our 
rural homes and consequently it was 
•prejudicial"'to the " interests 
of ihose 


young people who were -coming from 
our rural homes to, have th'is condition 
continue uncorrected..
